A WARNING THAT BOYS SHOULD HEED 


Four men gave up their lives to justice Monday in New York as 
the first light of dawn streamed over the prison walls. They were 
young men, and apparently had good futures before them, when they 
were younger, but as-one of them put it, they thought they would 
make ‘‘easy money’’ by doing unlawful acts and soon became con- 
firmed gamblers. From that of course they easily graduated into 
the class of thieves and finally they committed a cold blooded murder 
and died in the electric chair. 

‘Whitey Lewis’’ one of the quartette, wrote just before his 
execution: ‘‘There are many boys well brought up and who have 
good parents who do not look out for the company they get into. 
Bad company is the cause of their fall. Keep away from bad com- 
pany is the best message I can send.’’ 

“‘Lefty’’ Lewis, another of the four, said: ‘‘A fellow who 
earns six dollars a week is better off than he who gets $1000 a week 
if he does not get it straight.’’ 

The advice that those men gave standing in the shadow of the 
gallows should be a very serious warning both to the boys and 
young men to whom it is particularly addressed and to the parents 
of boys who are going the road that the Lewises indicated led to 
their ruin. The men wanted to make easy money. They no doubt 
laughed at and ridiculed the boys who worked for six dollars a 
week, and they declared they never would work for such a paltry sum. 
But let us look at them as they lay in their coffins with the evidences 
of their terrible deaths upon their countenances and then contrast 
the picture with that of many of their earlier companions who were 
working for six dollars a week, who were satisfied to wait for a 
gradual raise in their incomes and who today are alive and well, and 
in many cases no doubt on the road to proseperity and honor. Does 
anyone suppose for a moment that the four men would not have 
gladly exchanged places with the six dollar a week men, or boys, 
if it were possible, as they stood upon the scaffold and saw before 
them the chair they were so shortly to die in? Does anybody doubt 
that they would gladly have agreed to work for six dollars a week all 
their lives rather than to sit in that chair? Of course there can be 
and will be only one answer to that question. 

But the lesson of the four executions in New York is not con- 
fined to the youth to whom it was directly addressed. It goes farther 
and it should be heeded by the parents of youths who are drifting 
into the company that led those four young men to dishonored graves. 
Parents seem blind in many cases to the company their children are 
keeping, and entirely oblivious of the road their boys or girls are 


traveling. We have had here in this town not a few instances of 
young men, and women too, who have put their t steps on the 
road that leads to ruin, and in some cases who havAfadvanced a long 
way on that road. Why should their neighbors nee reflect that per- 
haps their children need watching, and that the carlessness that in so 


their case. So many say they cannot understand how such a boy or 
such a girl is allowed to go where he or she is, and yet their own 
children are the companions, if they only knew it, of the very 
persons they are criticising. 

Too much care cannot be taken by parents to watch over their 
children, and though it may take a great deal of time, and cause 
much trouble, be assured the time and trouble will be far less than 
you will have to give if your child should later on prove to have 
started on the road that led ‘‘Lefty’’ Lewis to the death chair.

it very soon, Statesman Garrard to the contrary notwithstanding, and

Follett. We should be sorry to lose from the festive council board 
the Demosthenes of the Point, but if it comes to the worst this town 
will have to get along without either of those two distinguished 
citizens. 

But we would call the attention of the voters of this city, women 
and men, Garrard and Follett are busy trying to defeat a charter 
which would pay its city officials. Why? Does anyone for a 
moment believe they would not take a salary if they could get one? 
But if it is the salary they object to, they need not take it, they need 
not draw it out of the treasury; they can give it to charity if they 
desire, so that the salary question need not trouble them. 

But the spectacle of an office holder objecting to getting a 
salary is so absurd, especially officeholders like those under discus- 
sion, that we need not waste words upon them. The reason that 
these two men want no change in the city government is because they 


fear that if properly and intelligently run they would have no share | 


in the running. Why should they be so tenacious of jobs that pay 
nothing? ; 

The very fact that the men who are more or less responsible 
for the tunnel fiasco and many other absurdities are oposed to a new 
charter is a convincing proof that one is badly needed. It would be 
difficult to recall any progressive or reform measure that those two 
gentlemen have ever stood for and it would be easy to name a number 
of reactionary schemes which they enthusiastically endorsed. That 
they are opposed to a charter revision is therefore the very best 
proof, as we have said, that work on the revision should begin at once. 
If when the charter is revised the voters desire to secure the services 
of Messrs Garrard and Follett there need be no apprehension that 
they will be willing to sacrifice themselves once again on the altar 
of patriotism, especially when there is something to be made by the 
sacrifice.
